Man wisely sets apart one day in 
seven as a period of rest and change. 
Sunday is the day to emerge from the 
rut and groove of life and do some¬ 
thing different." The successful far¬ 
mer periodically renews the soil. The 
horticulturist feeds and waters the 
roots of his plants. All life has a 
tendency to run down if not recreat¬ 
ed. Perpetual motion does not exist 
anywhere. Purely as a matter of 
health and mental hygiene. Sunday 
is an incomparable boon, a means by 
which tired nature may pause and 
take a fresh start. Make Sunday a 
day of rest. To do so does not mean 
to permit the day to go to seed 
through inactivity. It is the common 
tasks and conpnon pleasures that 
should be put aside, and something 
uncommon taken to fill their places. 
The real Sabbath breaker is the rest- 
breaker. Lire is exhausting as it 
stands. Why take the precious sev¬ 
enth day to further complicate mat¬ 
ters? This applies to the man who 
takes his business problems home 
with him for settlement or solution 
over Sunday. It applies to the stud¬ 
ent who pores over his lessons on the 
Sabbath. It applies to the home¬ 
maker who employs the seyenth day 
to catch up with the interrupted work 
of the week. Efficiency experts have 
proven that a man can do as much 
work in an eight-hour day as he can 
in a ten-hour day. The two extra 
hours, are not production hours due 
to the bodily and mental poisons of 
fatigue. It is simple efficiency then 
to use the precious seventh day, set 
apart by common consent for rest and 
renewal and live up to its finest pos¬ 
sibilities. Emulate a famous lord 
chancellor of England who’ used to 
throw off his robe at the end of the 
week and say, “Lie there, lord chan¬ 
cellor,” and go home to his family 
and his hobbies. The man who works 
on Sunday, or who works seven days 
per week, is not getting anywhere. 
Nor is he adding a dollar to his bank 
account that will not be demanded of 
him sooner or later to pay damages 
for a broken contract with nature.

GAMES OF CHANCE 

Editorial in Saturday Night Hits Nail 
on the Head with Regards to Hold¬ 
ing Games of Chance 


GOOD ROAD POLICY 


George Webster’s plan for road-de¬ 
velopment and maintenance as an¬ 
nounced in the Legislature is con¬ 
structive. He advocates that a bond 
issue of $15,000,000 be floated and the 
proceeds spent over ten years. The 
virtue of this, is that the need for 
good roads is immediate and impera¬ 
tive—and the gasoline tax and motor 
licenses set aside for road purposes, 
would be sufficient to secure the bond 
issue. The debt invoked for highway 
construction would fall not on the 
general tax payer, but on the users of 
motor vehicles. The sum of $15,000- 
000 spent on roads over a period of 
ten years would bring about great im¬ 
provement. Tourists would immed¬ 
iately be encouraged, car owners 
would be saved wear and tear, land 
settlement and agricultural develop¬ 
ment generally would be encouraged. 

Mr. McPherson in clearing up Mr. 
Webster’s charge that only 50 per 
cent, of the money from gasoTtnc-~qndj 
motor licenses was spent on road 
maintenance, went further and said 
that the clearing of roads throughout 
the winter, involved an incredible ex¬ 
pense. So mu«jf so that the provin¬ 
cial government could give no assure 
ance of undertaking such a proposal.

“The Attorney-General’s Depart¬ 
ment of Alberta recently came to an 
important decision when it ordered 
the withdrawal of charges laid by its 
provincial police against the local 
Elks Lodge at. Coleman, Alta., for 
conducting a wheel of fortune at a 
Carnival held in that town. The 
“Wampus” (Calgary), official organ 
of the Elks, who have many Lodges 
in Western provinces, suggests that 
if under the Federal Criminal Code 
there i.s^ any question of the legality 
of churches and fraternal, benevolent 
and service clubs raising money hY 
games of chance for legitimate ob¬ 
jects, the Code should be amended to 
lemove the disability. It points out. 
that the question is highly important 
to the scattered communities of Wes¬ 
tern Canada where every carnival and 
bazaar is an education in service 
work. Certain immunities are, it is 
stated, already extended to industrial 
and agricultural fairs in connection 
with wheels of fortune and other 
games of chance, and if that is so, 
there is no reason why similar privil¬ 
eges should not be extended to prop¬ 
erly organized service organizations. 
The Carnival idea so popular in the 
West, not only provides funds for 
various benevolent objects but fur¬ 
nishes entertainment where entertain¬ 
ment is none too plentiful and devel¬ 
ops the social and community spirit- 

In a general sense criminal intent 
is a factor for consideration in all 
prosecutions and it should not be dif¬ 
ficult to distinguish between a game 
of chance framed to rob the individ¬ 
ual in the interest of the operator, 
and one intended to woo the public's 
money into eleemosynary channels. 
So far as our observation in Ontario 
goes, the section of the Criminal Code 
with regard to games of chance is 
honored by charitable organizations 
more in the breach than the obser¬ 
vance. Some years ago a district judge 
in Northern Ontario, laughingly told 
the writer of returning from a judic¬ 
ial centre where he had sent half a 
dozen gamblers to jail to find a 
church garden party in progress on 
his lawn. Two wheels of fortune and 
a couple of raffles were in full oper¬ 
ation, and he was wondering whether 
he oughtn’t to send himself and his 
friends to jail. An amendment which 
would clarify the Code on this subject 
is overdue.” 

The foregoing is_ from the Decem¬ 
ber 3rd issue of Tovonto Saturday 
Night, and expresses the view of a 
journal that to a great extent is gen¬ 
erally accepted as an authority. At 
least, the presentation of a subject so 
interesting locally, should have the 
fair consideration of all who may 
read.

FATHERS AND SONS 

Secretary of Boys Work Board 
Delivering Addresses 


Gordon Lapp, secretary of the Boys 
Work Board in this province is hold¬ 
ing meetings here and there. He 
spoke of a boys’ journey down the 
trail of life. He catches his first 
glimpse of the long trail at aibout 
twelve or thirteen. He is eager to 
follow the straight path to worthy 
accomplishment but so often the trail 
is unmarked. It is the duty of his 
elders to give him the guiding signs. 
The sign posts on the forking trails 
are—the school, the community, the 
home, the ■ churqh—the boy must be 
related wisely to these four major 
spheres of life. 

The father and son relationship 
must be co-operative, each bringing 
the peculiar resources of youth and 
age for mutual helpfulness. In ob¬ 
serving the boys’ work throughout 
the healthiest and most enduring 
work, has been accomplished by a 
co-operation, and pooling of interests 
and responsibilities rather than direc¬ 
tion. From these groups of boys 
must come future leaders. They are 
carrying Canada’s hope for the fu¬ 
ture. We will never realize on our 
vaunted potential wealth of Canada, 
unless we bring up our youth wisely. 

The Boys’ Parliament is a fair bar¬ 
ometer of boy thought throughout the 
province. Here the desire was ex¬ 
pressed to participate in the world 
study of Christ life as is being done 
by 40 other countries. The boys were 
emphatic on peace and practical ov¬ 
ertures for international understand¬ 
ing. The abolishment of party sys¬ 
tem was an experiment, which might 
be reflected in governments 20 years 
from now. Their attitude toward 
temperance, was perhaps immature 
and out of their depth, but as these 
boys are prospective victims of liq¬ 
uor manufacturers, why should they 
not have an opinion.

LAND SETTLEMENT 

Official of Land Settlement Board 
Discusses Problems 

Mr.‘Woods of the Land Settlement 
Board has delivered a series of lec¬ 
tures in Alberta of recent date before 
Board of Trades and other bod¬ 
ies and he cannot emphasize too 
deeply, the importance of Immigra¬ 
tion. The National debt is now two 
billion, which is $325 for each man, 
woman and child In the country. The 
best way to meet this is to increase 
the population, thus spreading the 
burden of taxation over many should¬ 
ers. Alberta can carry a much larger 
population. The railways are now 
idle 23 hours out of 24. More people 
would increase production and gener¬ 
al activity would result. It is a 
j wrong theory to wait until the pres- 
I ent population is more prosperous, be 
fore endeavoring to add to it. This 
problem was taken up under three 
headings (1) opportunities for«-jjew 
comers; (2) selection of newcome 
(3) assimilation of newcomers. 

(1) In the matter of opportunity 
the l\ire of free land is gone and the 
newcomers must be given a job on a 
farm. What has Vulcan to offer 
in the way of vacant lands for sale, 
i The facts* must be definite and speci¬ 
fic. 

2. The. selection of proper parties 
as immigrants is very important. 
Southern Alberta may look for Amer¬ 
ican and British-Canadian settlers. 
Statistics show this. In regard to se¬ 
lection, we must be prepared for the 
fact that the Britisher has not much 
money to start. The question of tem¬ 
perament and suitability is a large 
factor in selection. The industrial 
type is suitable for our purpose, the 
farmer population in the old land, hav 
ing been combed. No matter from 
what walk of life he be drawn, the 
type required for this country must 
be a rustler. 

3. In the matter of assimilation; 
it is most necessary that these new 
colonists be not turned loose, without 
some kindly interest. They must get 
a proper start. Give a man a job and 
if he makes good, he farms with 
British money. Personal attention 
and little courtesies go far to making 
newcomers contented. The Women’s 
Institute is doing great good in this 
respect, taking strangers into the 
community life, remembering them 
at local occasions. This is not “fuss¬ 
ing,” it is merely a common courtesy. 

The question of contenting the wo¬ 
man in the immigrant family is of 
immense importance, in creating a 
feeling of satisfaction and stability in 
the new land. She is the one who 
bears the shock of being transplant¬ 
ed from old environments. She finds 
herself plunged in new work, with¬ 
out facilities. She is necessarily much 
alone. The best way to alleviate her 
conditions is to engage her interest ap 
peal to her thrift and sense of beau¬ 
ty: Tw^years at least are required 
before a family feels settled and no 
factor has been more influential in 
spreading contentment than the 
Women’s Institute mentioned before. 

From the point of view of local 
help in this policy of immigration, the 
Board of Trade may gather material 
as to vacant lands available, or locate 
jobs for single men and girls. Hav¬ 
ing placed newcomers, there follows 
afterward, a period when interest 
must be shown them. We must look 
to congested Britain, rather than U. 
S. for our increasing population—and 
in the case of other countries, only 
bona-fide settlers are accepted.

ITEMS OFJNTEREST 

Camrose ski racers were once more 
to the fore in the Banff carnival, J. 
Nordmoe is the first to hold the West¬ 
ern Canada championship for combin¬ 
ed skiing and K. Engstad made the 
race in the shortest time. 

Although it is still early for the 
arrival of new settlers, land seekers 
are beginning to arrive in the Grande 
Prairie district, and from present in¬ 
dications it looks as if the spring 
would see a stream of people enter¬ 
ing the Peace River counWy. 

It is estimated that at least 7,000 
sheep were brought into British Co¬ 
lumbia from the prairies last year un¬ 
der the policy of the Dominion Live¬ 
stock branch by which the fare and 
reasonable expenses of a sheep buyer 
going into the Prairie Provinces are 
paid by the buyer. 

According to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statis-tics Canada's wheat crop of 
1927 totalled more than 440,000,000 
bushels. There is 33,000,000 bushels 
more than the 1926 crop. The aver¬ 
age yield was 26.1 bushels per acre. 
These figures explain why 1928 will 
be a good trade! year. 

The title of champion father of On¬ 
tario, possibly of Canada, goes to J. 
A. Fetterly, aged 83, of Hinsworth 
Township. Mr Fetterlv owns up«*o 
40 children. The oldest is 45 and the 
youngest is four. He was married 
three times His first wife presented 
him with 21, his second with 7, and 
his third with 12. 

Mr. Arthur Meighen is turning his 
thoughts to authorship. For almost 
twenty years his life has been one of 
intensity and action. Now that he has 
relative leisure, it is his intention to 
write. His book will tell of political 
experiences, of the national figures 
with whom he served, or contended. 
It is expected that he may reveal his 
intimate knowledge of events,'connec¬ 
ted with the war period, which have 
ljlitherto been kept secret. 

, A Youngstown farmer has discov¬ 
ered that sheep raising brings not on¬ 
ly good returns but quick returns. In 
1926, he started with 92 sheep which 
cost him $1300. The same year he 
sold $125 worth of lambs. In 1927 he 
sold $204 worth of wool, and $1,098 
worth of lambs, his total income for 
the two years being $1,652 in cash. 
He still has 149 sheep left or 57 more 
than he started with. He has receiv¬ 
ed back the original $1300 he made as 
investment and is in addition $362 to 
the good. 

A 1 suggestion comes from Lou 
Marsh, sport authority, Toronto, that 
all hockey associations should compel 
players to round off the toes and 
heels of their skates and to wear fibre 
helmets. He names a dozen instances 
of injuries sustained this winter in 
hockey through the points of skates. 
The helmets would save many head 
injuries. He further suggests rubber 
protected butt end of hockey sticks, 
which would minimize many an acci¬ 
dent, and save their cost in sticking 
plaster. 

The farmers of Carseland have a 
device for keeping their roads fairly 
ear of snow, which might be adopt¬ 
ed in other districts. They fasten an 
ordinary walking plow to the right 
side of the rear runner of their 
sleighs, slightly lower than the run¬ 
ner This has increased the width 
of the travelled road by a foot or 
more every time a sleigh travels over 
it. Sleighs going the other way have 
added another foot on the other side. 
Once the road has-been opened, traf¬ 
fic tends to keej) it so. This idea of 
horses, sleigh and plough is effective 
without additional cost, as in using 
tractors, snow ploughs, etc. Farmers 
doing such work should be recognized 
by the government as doing so much 
road work. 

Premier J. E. Brownlee declared at 
Calgary that in the Peace River coun¬ 
try there were at least 12,000,000 
acres of the finest wheat-growing soil 
easily capable of the production of 
180,000,000 bushels pf wheat a year, 
which is not much less than the pro¬ 
duction of Alberta last year. This 
year the Peace River country produc¬ 
ed 9,000,000 bushels of wheat from 
300,000 acres under cultivation, the 
yield per acre being unusually heavy. 

In Senator Buchanan’s speech de¬ 
livered in Calgary recently, he men¬ 
tioned a suggested change in Senate 
appointments to overcome the charge 
that only party appointments were 
made. A certain percentage might be 
chosen by each provincial government 
In referring to the "aged” question in 
members of the Senate, he said that 
age restriction would deprive the 
bodyof some of its keenest minds, 
notably Senators Berque and Sir 
George Foster. 


RED CROSS NOTES 


The danger from carbon monoxide 
poisoning is receiving increasingly 
great attention. Tests have proved 
that the air of a small garage with 
doors closed, will become deadly 
poisonous within three minutes. 
Hence all repairs to a car that have 
to be made while the engine is run¬ 
ning, should be made in the open. 
There is no way of recognizing the 
presence of the gas, because it is in¬ 
visible, •ordorless, tasteless and non¬ 
irritant. This cuts out the usual safe¬ 
guards of the senses. There is but 
one rule—never take a risk. Not on¬ 
ly is there danger with motor cars 
but in house air, the same gas is like¬ 
ly to be caused through incomplete 
combustion, by gas cooking stoves 
and heaters, „ and kerosene heaters, 
without chimney connections. The re¬ 
sult while not fatal, may be depres¬ 
sion lowered vitality and lessened re¬ 
sistance to disease. 


FOR GOOD SEED 

Agricultural Authorities Are One in 
Declaring that Farmers Must Exer- 
ercitte Caution in Orain Selection 


Good seed and bad weed gospel is 
to be disseminated throughout Alber¬ 
ta by eveja’-'fsnceivable means. All 
organizations must take a hand, as 
the findings are that the field crops 
are growing dirtier year by year and 
are being mixed not only with weeds 
but with lower grades of grain. Al¬ 
berta wheat is being degraded, los¬ 
ing in milling value and commanding 
lower prices. Major Strange in a 
meeting at Edmonton on February 10 
showed by charts, the wave of low pro 
tein grain that is creeping west frllm 
Manitoba to Alberta. This province 
has advantages in soil and natural 
conditions, but these are being threat¬ 
ened. British millers are now using 
25 per cent, of Canadian wheat in 
Canada as a whole, whereas in 1923, 
75 per cent was used. Our high repu¬ 
tation is being threatened because of 
the mixture of seed of low protein 
value. There are far too many vari- 
ties of wheat being grown. One 
grade is alwjays good and that is No. 
1 Northern Jdarquis. The best kinds 
of wheatTor Alberta, in the opinion 
of Major Strange were Ruby, Red 
Fife, and Garnet. But no one should 
grow Garnet who can successfully 
grow Marquis. 

Five to six million dollars are be¬ 
ing lost to Alberta farmers every 
year, through smut in .wheat. The 
remedy is a steady campaign 
against poor seed. * 

The sow thistle presents quite as 
serious a problem in its way as a 
grasshopper plage. Thousands of 
good farms in Manitoba have been 
abandoned for this reason. Orte' neg¬ 
ligent farmer may be the ruin of a 
whole community and concerted ac¬ 
tion is necessary' to waken public at¬ 
tention and prevent threatened dan¬ 
ger. For that reason, United Farm¬ 
ers, United Grain Growers, Wheat 
Pools, Boards of Trades, Sendee 
Clubs and Governments are all being 
appealed to, to take a hand in this 
campaign for good seed. 


SUCCESS WITH POULTRY 


J. R. Irwin of Cowley has develop¬ 
ed a wonderful poultry industry on 
his ranch at Cowley. A few years 
ago he started methodically into the 
business. Last fall Mr. Irwin had 300 
year-old hens, 500 pullets and over 
600 roosters. All but 41 of the roost¬ 
ers were sold for broilers. In Decem¬ 
ber this year, our severest month, his 
flock produced 1000 dozen eggs—the 
pullets averaging 60 to 70 per cent., 
while the hens keep up 40 per cent. 
The birds rise and retire by the clock. 
The hen houses are electrically light¬ 
ed, and the hens are given 12 1-2 
hours of light. The flock is Austral¬ 
ian single comb White Leghorn, the 
original stock coming from R.O.P. 
pens at Vancouver. 


SUPPLY EXHAUSTED 


The demand for seed of Reward 
wheat, a new and promising variety 
originated’ by the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farms, has been so keen, that 
hundreds of applications for seed can¬ 
not be filled this year, as the supply 
of seed is now entirely exhausted. 
Those who desire to obtain seed of 
this variety for sowing in the spring 
of 1929 should get in touch next win¬ 
ter with their nearest Experimental 
Farm and obtain information as to 
sources of supply. There will prob¬ 
ably be upwards of 1000 acres of Re¬ 
ward seeded in the spring of 1928. 
From 250 to 300 farmers will have 
from 2 to 3 acres each. The rest of 
the area occupied by this wheat will 
be located chiefly on Dominion Ex¬ 
perimental Farms in the three Prai¬ 
rie Provinces. A report on the per¬ 
formance of Reward on the above 
farms in 1928 will be prepared next 
winter and will probably be available 
for the consideration of Western 
wheat growers before the seeding Sea 
son of 1929. This report should indi¬ 
cate to a considerable extent at least, 
the districts in which Reward may be 
regarded as a promising variety. It 
is always advisable, however, to with 
hold enthusiasm for any new variety 
until it has been thoroughly tried out 
by farmers for two or three years at 
least.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Reports from the Sweet Gratis dis¬ 
trict state that winter grain is show¬ 
ing a good green color, and well above 
ground. 


The belief of L. Jelliff, Lethbridge 
federal member, is that by solving the 
coal moving problem for Alberta we 
also solve our provincial immigration 
problem. 

From Jerusalem comes dismaying 
news of the materialism of the age. 
The famous pillar of salt, Lot’s wife 
who looked back, is reported to be in 
danger of being torn down for the 
manufacture of salt by the people 
holding the Dead Sea deposits conces¬ 
sion. 

The Douglas Fir attains the largest 
size of any tree in Canada. It is fre¬ 
quently over six feet in diameter and 
200 feet high. One of the tallest firs 
on record is 380 feet high. Trees 15 
feet, in diameter have been found and 
a single tree has scaled 60,000 feet of 
lumber._ 

Nearly 26,000 returned soldiers re¬ 
ceived loans from the Government un¬ 
der the Land 'Settlement Act and 
1,051 already have repaid in full. 
That these soldier farmers are in the 
main prospering is indicated in the 
fact that 85 per cent, of them met in 
full the payments due the Givernment 
in 1027. 

Major Strange of Fenn, Alberta, 
has been marketing to United States 
a quantity of lawn grass or golf 
course seed from the grass plots of 
his farm Fennondale. Major Strange 
says “There are very few localities 
the world over, where these valuable 
grasses will produce seed as satisfac¬ 
torily as in the Fenn district. 

A new Wild Oat Cleaner, called the 
Stroud Wild Oat cleaner, which was 
invented by two young farmers of De- 
loraine, Manitoba, is being demon¬ 
strated in Calgary. Removal of wild 
oats, as well as chaff and other seeds 
is accomplished by the use of carpet 
belting. The wild oats cling to the 
carpets, which are continually being 
scraped by a wooden scraper as they 
revolve. 

The trade prospects between Alber¬ 
ta and Japan, are temporarily held 
up, owing to the recent upset in the 
Japanese government, and an ap¬ 
proaching general election. Govern¬ 
ment co-operation is necessary in suc¬ 
cessful trade relations, and Alberta 
exports must wait on the Japanese 
political situation. Fine possibilities 
however exist for future trade in cat¬ 
tle, horses, wheat, flour and lumber. 

In the 1928 Olympic sports being 
held in Switzerland, the Canadian 
hockey representatives, the Toronto 
grads are rated so high that they 
have been chosen arbitrarily for the 
finals. Both Canada and U.S. have 
crack entries in the speed skating 
events, the Canadian represetatives 
being Gorman and Robinson. The 
French protested the British hockey 
team, on the ground that two of its 
members were recently imported from 
Canada. Seven members of the Brit¬ 
ish team are Canadians, but it is to 
the two most recent importations that 
the French object. Their protest, 
however, was ruled out. 

That the future of the sheep indus¬ 
try in Canada is assured and that it 
will pay very well the investments of 
those who go into it with even modest 
capital and moderate skill and know¬ 
ledge, were the views expressed unan 
imously by all experts gathered at the 
annual meeting of the Alberta Sheep 
Breeders’ Association at Edmonton. 
It was pointed out that Alberta has 
200 of the 2,118 members of the Can¬ 
adian Co-operative Wool Growers’ 
Association, and that Alberta was 
providing 60 per cent, of the Domin¬ 
ion's wool production. Whereas in 
1918 only one outlet existed for Can¬ 
adian production, it was pointed out 
there were now nearly a dozen, and 
it was a mighty good time to go into 
sheep raising. 

A mysterious Stewart Clark has 
been tickling the curiosity of both Al¬ 
berta and Federal Houses in Canada, 
with his passion for railways. He 
has made the provincial government 
an offer to purchase the E.D. and B. 
C. railway for $19,500,000. Before 
the federal house opened, Mr. Clark 
put in application for a Dominion 
charter to build “The Alberta, Peace 
River and Pacific Railway.’’ This was 
to be build from lycthbridge to Cal¬ 
gary, to Edmonton, to Peace River, 
through Monkman Pass to Stewart on 
the Pacific Coast. It was rumored 
that a big American railway company 
was back of this offer. However 
Premier Brownlee feels that he can 
not take the remarkable offer serious¬ 
ly without further-light being cast on 
Mr. Clark. The proposal is to pay 
$300,000 cash at once, and $19,000,000 
in cash in three months.

WEEK AT EDMONTON 

Interesting Debates Conducted in the 
House by Members of Government 
and Opposition Forces 


The Farmer Government has 
strength of numbers, but since the op 
ening of the Legislature, the Opposi¬ 
tion members have been heard from 
frequently. They are very much alive, 
each keen on certain pieces of legis¬ 
lation. Capt. Shaw expressed himself 
as bitterly disappointed and ashamed 
at the attitude of the province in 
shelving the Old Age Pension Laws. 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and B. C., 
with no better Dominion government 
offers have seen fit.to adopt the pen¬ 
sions scheme. Alberta is conspicuous 
for her failure to do so. 

Mr. McGillivray presses heavily on 
the necessity for prompt action in the 
marketing of Alberta coal in Ontario. 
If the coal industry could secure larg¬ 
er markets, keeping miners on the 
payroll for ten months instead of four 
much of the unemployment problem 
would be solved. Unemployment m 
Alberta is due to some extent to the 
seasonable activities. But the ques¬ 
tion has nver been treated methodi¬ 
cally. With some effort the province, 
with other agencies, gathers great 
numbers of men from outside for sta^ 
ted periods of the year. When the big 
rtish is over, these men are out of 
work, and the government passes the 
responsibility on to the cities where 
the men are apt to herd. The govern¬ 
ment might make some effort to place 
some of these men permanently on 
the land and to employ others in pub¬ 
lic works. 

Fred White, labor, criticized the 
speech from the throne for omitting 
any promise of helpful labor legisla¬ 
tion such as the eight hour day for 
all industries, and no action taken on 
old age pensions. 

Both Capt. Shaw and Mr. White 
emphasized the need for decisive ef¬ 
fort on the part of the government 
to\^rd provincial power development. 
Two private power corporations had 
already gathered in the loose power 
franchises in Alberta. The logger the 
country is left without some clear 
idea as to the intention of the govern¬ 
ment in attaining some power devel¬ 
opment control, the more complicated 
the situation will become. 

Hon. Perrin "Baker in referring to 
the Educational system, said that the 
next session would probably see 
sweeping changes in the School Act. 
A system of centralization of school 
control would probably be adopted. 
As things stood, the system of 3000 
school boards, employing 3000 teach¬ 
ers, resulted in the removal of higher 
priced teachers and hiring lower pric¬ 
ed ones. A scheme of taxation might 
be provided for teacher service for 
rural schools, arranged from some 
centralized board—outside of cities. 
It might cover all the school districts 
of the province, yet spread the bur¬ 
den equitably. 

While Premier Brownlee is clearly 
dissatisfied with the price offered for 
the government-owned jriorthem rail¬ 
ways by the C.P.R. and C.N.R., yet 
the Edmonton Journal mentions sev¬ 
eral features which must be consid¬ 
ered in relation to the matter. Before 
the vast north can develope much 
money will have to be spent to pro¬ 
vide greater railway facilities. This 
money would be forthcoming much 
more readily from the C.P.R. and C. 
N.R. than from the province. Anoth¬ 
er necessity for development is the 
new settler. The colonization service 
of the C.N.R. and C.P.R. is on a huge 
scale, already effective—the provin¬ 
cial colonization results are most lim¬ 
ited. So, while the offers from the 
two main railways are disappointing, 
the fair and reasonable development 
of the north is something that must 
be considered in this relation. 

In reply to questions to the the In- 
nisfail and Oliver hospital charges, 
Hon. Hoadley stated that full investi¬ 
gation would be made. He spoke of 
the livestock pool as being a flourish¬ 
ing industry. Honey production has 
developed tremendously and there are 
inquiries from large firms as to the 
Alberta tobacco industry. 

In the search for new sources of 
revenue, the eagle eye of the govern¬ 
ment has fallen on the Calgary Pow¬ 
er Company and the Canadian West¬ 
ern Natural Gas Company- £ -two’ cor¬ 
porations which will find themselves, 
in all probability, much more heavily 
taxed. 

Statistics were given to show a 
steady - improvement in rural school 
conditions. 

Mr. Boudreau thought that the time 
was coming when University grants 
would be cut down in favor of prim¬ 
ary schools. 

Teachers’ old age pensions act will 
not be granted.

A reclamation policy in respect to 
the dry belt country of southeastern 
Alberta, has been arranged between 
the Dominion and Provincial govern¬ 
ment. A survey of certain crown 
lands is now being made by the De¬ 
partment of Interior, and when this 
is completed, transfers of these lands 
are to be made to the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment, which will lease them to ap¬ 
proved applicants for grazing or mix¬ 
ed /arming. About , 750,000 acres 
will be turned over to the province 
very shortly. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway irri¬ 
gation district at Lethbridge produced 
field crops to a value of $2,019,376 on 
an area of 58,029 acres. The return 
per acre whs $34.79, as against $36.84 
in 1926 and $36.73 in 1925. Adding 
the dairy and poultry products of 
$185,041 and the livestock sold and 
consumed on the project erf'$146,076, 
the total return to the farmers Jqf the! 
project was $2,351,093 or an av*rag« 
of $40.51 per acre. The *heat'aver¬ 
age was the highest on record, being 
32.23 per acre. 


It has fallen to a writer in the 
Manitoba Free Press, to realize how 
long-lived people are in this Canada 
of ours. He. says: "Canada is fam¬ 
ous, east and west, for old men. One 
need only mention Senator Wark who 
died in 1905 at the age of 106.

HOADLEY SPEAKS 

Minister of Agriculture Told the 
House a Remarkable Story of 
Alberta's Winnings 


Hon. George Hoadley in the Legist 
lature on Monday, gave figures to 
show the amazing development in ag¬ 
riculture, and the' extraordinary win¬ 
nings which had been carried off by 
Alberta during the past year. 

Seed grain prizes gained in 1927 
were 24, with 3 championships. 

An even greater increase in live 
stock winnings was recorded. In 
1927, 87 prizes, 19 championships and 
25 firsts were captured, as contrasted 
with last year’s record of 50 prizes, 
6 championships and 14 firsts. Mr. 
Hoadley characterized this as the 
most amazing performance in live¬ 
stock of any province in the Domin¬ 
ion. 

In the matter of agricultural pub¬ 
licity, for the province, the depart¬ 
ment has been most active. Exhibits 
hail been shown at the Missouri State 
Fair, at Dodge ; 1 at the Grand Island 
Fair and at Springfield. Free pub¬ 
licity had been obtained in ten differ¬ 
ent cities. Paid advertisements were 
inserted in three agricultural journals 
at a total cost of $10, all three jour¬ 
nals having a circulation of 100,000. 
It was predicted by the minister that 
we might expect an influx of settlers 
from Nebraska and Wisconsin, later 
in the year. 

The condition of the infant sugar 
beet industry was reported as satis¬ 
factory. 

Alberta’s wheat crop of 1927 
brought $50,000,000 worth of new 
wealth in excess of the last most val¬ 
uable crop that of 1920. 

Relative values of Alberta's agri¬ 
cultural production per farjn Jn com¬ 
parison with certain American States 
were interesting. These figures for 
1925, Alberta $3151,' South Dakota 
$2355, Iowa $2262, Minnesota $1917. 

The acreage under crop for 1927 is 
10,981,170 acres. From 1906 to 1927 
acreage had increased 22 times. 

Field add fodder crops have increas 
ed about $80,000,000 in the last year. 
Miscellaneous products and livestock 
hltve increased. 

The value of annual agricultural 
production per farm in Alberta was 
in 1906 $642, 1916 $2289, 1926 $3422, 
1927 $4385. 

The one discouraging feature of the 
department’s report was in the mat¬ 
ter of dairying. A general decline of 
6% was recorded in dairying—the 
reason being the increase in the price 
of beef, with a consequent slump in 
dairy cows anil increase in beef cows. 
Mr. Prevey of Edmonton, was of the 
opinioh (hat the country must look to 
livestock and dairying in future (level 
opment. For that reason the dairy 
industry should receive special atten¬ 
tion, and co-operation with the Do¬ 
minion Government with cow testing 
operations was urged. 

Mr. Prevey also suggested that 
greater encouragement he shown indi 
vidual exhibitors at shows. At pres¬ 
ent the government received all the 
credit fbr prize winning, whereas if 
the individual breeder were encour¬ 
aged as exhibitor, he would get ad¬ 
vertising value for his herd and would 
take greater personal interest. 

In speaking of the Department of 
Health, Hon. George Hoadley urged 
that it be made known widely, that a 
hospital had been established at Ed¬ 
monton for the treatment of after ef¬ 
fects of infantile paralysis. If child¬ 
ren went without expert medical aid, 
in cases where they had not complete¬ 
ly recovered, there was likelihood of 
permanent crippling. To avert this 
and provide treatment, the hospital 
had been built at a cost of $25,000, 
with accommodation for 60 patients. 
Dr. Mewburn was in charge. The 
idea was to provide treatment at a 
price which the patient could afford 
to pay.- In connection with the trav¬ 
elling clinic, the minister reported 
that the total cost had been $11,000. 
Of this $9000 had already been paid 
in nqtes, and promises had been re¬ 
ceived for the remainder. There might 
be a surplus of $100 on the activities. 

Replying to criticism that the clinic 
was interfering with the work of lo¬ 
cal doctors, the minister said that the 
idea was not to go to places where it 
was not wanted, but he was anxious 
that people should secure services at 
a cost which they could afford to pay.
